Great _ the Church of God is expoſed un- 
toby this defigne. Firſt, of being corrupted by this. 
meanes, and drawne from the true Religion which is 
the very reaſon why God forbad ſuch marriages 10 
the old law.

When 
they intended nothing more then to betray them, 
This was the great art of the Adverſaicsin the Apo. 
files dayes, when many falſe bretheren joyned rhem- 
ſelves to the Church, meerely to ſpy one their liber- 
ty: and many falſe Apo#les that feemed to preach 
Chriſt with abundance of zcale and forwardneſſe, 
but it was oaly that they might withdraw Diſciples 
from the rae DolZrine andApoiles of the Te. 
fats, and fill the Church with rents and ſchiſmes,as they 
did the Church of Corinth, Thus the CArrians 
would often counterfeit themſelves orthodox men, 
and mingle themſebves with Orthodox profeſſors, 
that cheynight with teffe ſufpition, fpread thepoi- 
ſog'of theirerrers; Thar good Prince Conffaveine 
the Great, . was much abufcd by that Generation in 
this kind, his admirer Zaſchiws, confellcth he 
retzined noarc bir. Maxtngue 9 apicntioy. ariel gws own rh 
Laghtes viz. Sreleratds oxy [a o0 wars won Re+- 
lavenem Chys fanam. Spocially one rotorieus one, 
who had bin Cheplain to the Emper ours Siſter and 
her dying, was commended to the Emperony, an 
received into his Family, andchough all therime-of 
Conflantine the great, he fept his poiſon kid; yerws 
ſoencr was he dead, but he begatito bs 
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peroure bed chamber, then ſome of the reſt, after theſe 
the Empreſſe, and ſoon after the Emperonr himſelfe 
winning them all te the Arries hereſy : who if in 
Conftantines time he had not complyed with the 07- 
rhodox party ,he had never hadthe acceſſe to Conſftan- 
tine, and ſo never this opportunity of {preading that 
hereſie. This is a trick not unuſuall with Rome, I have 
heard that the Feſaites have a practiſe of running over 
to the Latheran Church,pretending to be converts,and 
to build with them, but it is only to keep upthat bie- 
eercontention that is between the Ca/viniits and the 
Lutherans, the virulency whereof,,is much tomenced 
by theſe reweg ads Teſsits. 

The fit way is. To ingratiate themſelves to 
Kings and Princes, with much officiouſneſle and pre= 
tended care of their profit arid honour; thatſo being 
porent wich the Petentates of the earth, they may 
havethe more power todocethe Churgh a miſchiefe, 
So the Adverſaries of the Iews pretended, that in 
duty and conſcience, they could doene lefierhen com- 
plaine of the ewes to King Artaxerſes, Ezra 4-14. 
Now becauſe we have mainttuance from the Kings pal- 
lace, and it was wot meet for us to fee the King difhv- 
woured, we have ſent and certified the King, Wricet- 
ches that cared no more for the Kings honour then a 
ſiraw, only prerend this, that they might the more 
calily draw out the Kings power, for the ſupprefling 
of the Church : So Haman, Eſth. 3.8, ſcemcd wo 
mind only the Kings profit, when his mind is only 
ſer uponthe 7ewes deſtrucion. 1? is not for the Kings

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verſaries ofthe powerof godlineſſe, charge jt with 
' Herefie, Fation, Rebellion, and all that will make 
it odious, cither ro Prince or people. 

The 7”. way is, By procuring and enaQting Lewes, 
whereby they may cither inſnare the 'conſciences or the 
lives ofthe people of God unawares. Such as thar 
was Daxiel 6.7. when they comeand tell the King, 
ANI the Preſidents of the Kingdome, the Governours 
and Princet, Councellours and Captaines, have con- 
fulted tozether to ſtabliſh a royall Statute, That who- 
ever ſhall acke any Petition of God or man, ſave of 
thee 6 King, for thirty dayes, ſhall be caft into the 
Lyons Den. Darius was newly aſcended upon the 
Throne, and his Princes ſeemed to have ſtudied no- 
thing, but the increaſing of his power and might, 
they pretend it will much adde to his magnificence, 
and ſtrike a greater awe into the hearts of his new 
conquered Subjedts, if ſuch a Law as this be made. 
Now when all the Priſidents, and Conncellours and 
Governonrs ſhall commend athingrtothe King, as the 
unanimous reſult of all their councels, and defire ſuch 
a Law to be made for the _ AHajeſtyand Honour, 
it is cafily obtained, though their defigne was by this 
Law to enſnare the people of God, cither to wound 
their conſciences, by making them fin, in neglcRing 

that duty of worſhip they owed to God, or elſe to 
cut of their lives in the purſuance of that worſh'p, 
"The King could not fied this out, nor it may bee 
moſtof the common ſort ef the Jewes : but Daniel 
did, and reſolved rather to traxſgreſſe the Lawes of 
the King, thenthe Law of God, ratherto be caſt ints 
the Dez of Lyons, then to carry about a Lyon in his 
boſome, even an tnraged conſcience. So Inulian that 
Vt to C3 {ub- 
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ſubrill eaemy of the Church of God, -inſnared the 
poore Chriſtians unawares, for calling his Souldiers 
toappcare before him, that they might reccive their 
pay, he cauſedan Altar with fire upon it to be ſet by, 
and a Table of Incenſe, and commanded every ſoul- 
dier, as he came to receive his money, to caſt ſome 
Incenſe intothe fire uponthe Altar, which ſome of 
his Chriſtian ſouldiers underſtanding to be an imp/i. 
cite and interpretative Idelatry, refuſed to doe, and 
would rather looſethcir pay: others not knowing the 
depth and myſtery of this iniquity, ſuſpeRing- ns 
hurt, didit, and ſo defiled their conſfciences ; which 
filled them afterwards with ſuch extreme gricfe and 
horrour, when they came to the knowledge of it, 
as they did offer ro expiate their ſinne with their bleed, 
Had Darivs knowne, thatthe intentof his Princes, in 
that which they called their Royall Law, had been 
to intrap the life of Daxtel, he would never have 
figned it. Hadthe Chriſtians knowne, that the in- 
tent of Inlian, in commandingrhemco ſprinkle ſome 
Incenſe upen the burning Altar, had been to make 
them deny the Faith, they would never have done 
it. But this is the craft of the Adverſaries, to pro- 
cureand enaft Lawes, that may /eoke one way, and 
firtke another, that may ſeeme to be tor <Majefty,or 
Honour, or Decency z but are indeed for the 1ſnaring 
and ſupplanting ot the Church of God. 

Another way is, By ſecret canſpiracics and trea- 
cherous combinations againſt the Church, tounder- 
nine and ruine it, So-here:'Nebem,g.7,8. The Ara- 
bians andthe Ammonites and the Aſhdodites, com- 
ſhire all of them together, 18 come and fight againſt 
fecuſdlers So Pſa.83.3. They take crafty counſel

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againſt thy people , and conſpire againſt thy hiddew 


enes, they have conſulted together with one conſent, 
they are confederate againſt thee : Gebal and Ammon 
and Amalek, &c. So Ad. 22.12,13, Certaine of 
the Iewes banded themſelves tozetber, and bownd them. 
ſelves under a curſe, ſaying, that they would neither 
eat nor drinke, till they had killed Paul, Such was 
the Stritagem of our Adverſaries, the deliverance 
from which, we celebrate this day, a conſpiracy of 
men, that had bound themſelves by a curſe to de- 
ſtroy us, and had not only ſaid, but ſmorme. Wee 
will come upon them, and they ſhal neither know nor 
fee, til we are in the midſt of them and ſlay them, and 
Cauſe the worke 10 ceaſe, Their deſigne was by craft 
and cruclty, to diſturbe and deſtroy the Churches 


And trothis, in Reaſen we can looke for no other, 
if weconſider the innate diſpoſition of the enemics of 
the Chureh. C

verſaries-beare untothe Church. Iris a true ſaying, 
Odia Religionwm ſunt acerbifſima, *Hatred grounded 
in differences of Religion, are the moſt bitter and 
unczp#ble of Reconciliarion.
